EEPORT  OF  BOAED  OP  HEALTH. 


The  board  of  health  has  had  hut  few  cases  of  contagious 
disease  to  contend  ^vlth  during  the  past  year. 

In  March  a  case  of  smallpox  developed  in  a  family  having 
just  moved  into  town.  It  was  a  mild  case  and  there  was  no 
spreading  of  the  disease. 

In  November  diphtheria  threatened  to  l)e  epidemic,  eleven 
cases  coming-  on  within  a  few  days.  Happily  the  threatened 
epidemic  proved  abortive  and  was  confined  to  the  eleven  origi- 
nal cases.     Measles  appeared  but  were  confined  to  a  few  cases. 

We  wish  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Goffstown  the  special  need  of  vaccination  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  smallpox. 

About  the  usual  number  of  complaints  have  been  lodged 
with  the  board  relating  to  imperfect  sink  drains,  unsanitary 
water-closets,  etc. 

There  needs  to  be  considerable  missionary  work  done  to  get 
the  people  educated  up  to  the  point  of  having  reasonably  san- 
itary drains  and  closets. 

We  wish  to  reiterate  the  advice  so  often  given  for  the  care 
and  cleanliness  of  drains,  closets,  and  cellars.  Keep  the  drain 
open  and  free;  closets  frequently  cleaned  and  disinfected;  cel- 
lars dry  if  possible,  and  see  that  all  decaying  vegetables  are 
at  once  removed. 

The  Avater  supply  of  the  houses  should  be  looked  after,  and 
all  sources  of  contamination  removed. 

By  attending  to  these  suggestions  many  of  the  so-called  con- 
tagious and  epidemic  diseases  would  be  mitigated  and   per- 

hans  eradicated.

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EEPORT  OF  THE  TEUSTEES  OF  THE  EOGEES 
FEEE  LIBEAEY. 


In  presenting  this  annual  report  there  comes  a  feeling  of 
sadness,  and  we  experience  a  sense  of  inability  to  do  snJSi- 
cient  credit  to  those  who  have  so  long  and  faithfully  labored 
for  the  upbuilding  of  this  institution,  and  who  have  been 
called  away  by  death  during  the  year.  Their  places  it  will  be 
very  hard  to  fill. 

The  late  Judge  Samuel  Upton  served  as  president,  trustee, 
counselor,  and  adviser  from  the  founding  of  the  institution 
until  his  death,  as  did  also  Frank  Johnson  in  the  capacity  of 
treasurer  and  trustee,  and  for  many  years  as  secretary,  until 
the  time  of  his  death. 

Under  their  wise  and  skillful  management  the  library  has 
reached  its  present  prosperous  condition.  During  the  year 
there  has  been  an  urgent  need  of  more  room,  and  ways  and 
means  have  been  devised  to  supply  this  want  by  building  addi- 
tional shelves.  However,  this  affords  only  temporary  relief, 
as  in  the  near  future  more  room  must  be  provided.

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EEPOET  OF  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  OF 
INDEPENDENT  DISTRICT. 


The  Board  of  Education  submit  the  following  report: 

This  report  gives  the  condition  of  the  schools  for  the  vear 
ending  Sejotember  1, 1903. 

The  schools  haA"e  been  in  session  36  ^veeks, — one  term  of  14 
weeks  and  two  terms  of  11  weeks. 

Whole  number  enrolled  during  the  year^,  202;  of  these  190 
belonged  to  the  district. 

The  average  attendance  has  been  as  follows:  High  school, 
34;  gTamiriar  school,  28;  middle  school.  24;  higher  primary 
school,  35;  lower  primary  school,  30;  total,  151. 

The  average  membership  for  the  year  was  174. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  was  highest  in  the  grammar 
school,  heing  95  per  cent,  and  lowest  in  the  primary,  being  G6 
per  cent.     In  the  other  schools  the  percentage  was  about  90. 

In  Jnne  a  class  of  6  graduiited,  5  girls  and  1  boy.  At  pres- 
ent there  are  in  the  lower  primary  room  20  boys  and  21  girls. 
How  many  of  the  boys  will  gradnate? 

In  oui-  last  report  we  called  your  attention  to  the  sanitary 
conditions  at  the  school,  and  at  a  special  -meeting  it  was  voted 
to  raise  one  hundred  dolUn-s  to  defray  expenses  of  such  repairs 
as  might  be  deemed  necessary.  In  accordance  with  the  vote 
taken  the  committee  have  made  the  repairs  and  consider  the 
result  satisfactory. 

We  have  also  e.v]K'nded  Jifty  dollars  in  purchasing  j^hysical 
apparatus.  The  committee  have  long  had  this  matter  imder 
consideration,  and  felt  that  it  was  necessary  to  procure  this  to 
successfully  teach  ])hysics  and  to  maintain  the  standard  of  the 
school. 
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Mr.  Barton  taiiglit  llie  liigli  seliuol  during  the  spring  term, 
when  he  declined  a  re-election,  returning  to  college  to  complete 
his  course.  Mr.  Barton  had  had  charge  of  the  school  for  two 
years,  and  had  proA^ed  to  he  a  very  successful  teacher. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  Mr.  Walter  B.  Pierce 
ci&siuned  the  ]3rincipalship.  Mr.  Pierce  came  to  ns  well  recom- 
mended and  is  doing  good  work,  having  the  confidence  of 
pupils  and  parents  alike,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascer- 
tain. Mr.  Pierce  has  taken  entire  charge  of  the  music  in  this 
room,  thus  enabling  the  music  teacher  to  devote  more  time  to 
the  other  schools. 

Miss  Annie  M.  French  has  continued  as  assistant,  and  is. 
doing  -well. 

Miss  Laura  ]\I.  Blood  is  iiuishing  her  second  year  in  the 
grammar  room,  and  is  keeping  a  good  school. 

Mrs.  Barton  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  spring  term  and  Miss 
Nina  Kendall  was  elected  to  take  charge  of  the  intermediate 
room.     Blie  is  doing  excellent  A\'0rk. 

Miss  Helen  B.  Carr  and  Miss  Mary  A.  Warren  have  had 
charge  of  the  higher  and  louver  primary  rooms  respectively,  and 
as  usual  have  been  successful. 

Miss  Etta  M.  Hadley  has  had  a  successful  year  as  music 
teacher. 

We  have  long  felt  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  work  in  the 
two  lower  rooms,  or  adding  another  year  to  the  course.  This 
could  be  done  by  securing  the  services  of  another  teacher  or  by 
adding  half  a  year  to  the  work  in  the  two  rooms  mentioned. 

We  would  earnestly  request  that  you  give  this  matter  your 
attention  and  consult  with  the  coumiittee  at  any  time. 

The  best  results  can  only  be  obtained  by  the  united  efforts 
of  pupils,  teachers,  and  parents,  and  we  feel  that  this  has  been 
sadly  lacking  in  the  years  past. 

Visiting  school  the  last  day  of  a  given  term  does  not  in  any 
marked  degree  aid  in  this  movement.  Too  often  we  hear  com- 
plaints from  parents  that  their  children  are  crowded  too  much, 
when,  upon  investigation,  it  almost  invariably  happens  that  the 
complaint  comes  entirely  from  the  pupil,  and  an  explanatioH 
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convinces  the  parent  that  the  seeming  monntain  is  only  a  mole- 
hill 

"We  do  not  wish  in  any  way  to  lay  the  blame  entirely  upon  tl\e 
pupiL  but  we  all  know  the  tendency  of  scholars  to  look  upon 
extra  v/ork  as  a  burden. 

WTiat  we  would  especially  recommend  is  that  the  pai-ents 
should  more  thoroughly  acquaint  themselves  with  the  workings 
of  the  school,  also  to  attend  our  annual  district  meeting.  Last- 
year  there  were  but  eleven  present,  and  we  hope  tliat  the  attend- 
ance this  year  will  be  many  times  doubled. 

The  annual  meeting  will  be  held  March  T,  at  '7.30  o'clock 
in  the. afternoon,  at  the  town  hotise.  It  is  essentially  necessary 
that  there  should  be  a  large  attendance  at  that  time,  as  it  ^all 
be  necessary  to  choose  a  successor  to  the  late  Judge  Samuel 
Upton. 

For  eighteen  years  he  devoted  the  greater  part  of  his  time 
to  school  work,  and  how  well  he  performed  that  duty  we  all 
laiow.  It  was  one  of  the  pleasures  of  his  life  to  take  an 
active  interest  in  our  schools,  and  at  no  time  did  he  seem  as 
happy  as  when  he  was  in  the  school-room  surrounded  by  boys 
and  girls. 

While  it  will  not  be  possible,  perhaps,  for  any  one  to  devote 
the  time  to  the  school  that  he  did,  yet  we  should  endeavor  td 
choose  some  one  "who  A\dll  be  able  to  bring  the  school  to  that 
level  toward  which  he  was  striving.
